! collector of taxes of the city of Lowell 
shall deposit or cause to be deposited 
nil revenues and all moneys accruing 
to the city of Lowell from any source 
whatever, except trust funds, in each 
of the national hanks and trust com- 
panies located in said Lowell In approx- 
imately equal amounts; provided, how- 
ever, that no deposit shall be made or 
caused to be made in any such national 
banks and trust 
companies to 
an 


amount exceeding 60 per cent of the 
capital and surplus of any such bank 
or tnust company unless satisfactory 
security is given to the city treasurer 
and collector of taxes for the city by 
anv such banks or trust companies for 
such deposits in excess of GO per cent. 


Section 2. If any deposit of the city 


in a national bank or trust company 
ehall be bv withdrawal or otherwise 
inoro than fSOOO larger than the deposit 
of the city in any other national bank 
or trust company, then the city treasur- 
er shall within 
seven days, including 


Sunday or holidays, cause such deposits 
to he made approximately equal. 


Section 3. For each day so exceed- 


ing said seven days that a deposit in 
any national bank or trust company 
shall remain more than $3000 larger 
than the deposit of the city in any 
other national bank or trust company, 
the city treasurer shall upon complaint 
of the municipal council or a majority 
thereof be subject to a fine of 520, and 
each day so exceeding said seven days 
shall be deemed a separate breach of 
this ordinance. 
Section 4. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances

hereby repealed.

tion and ordered the trial to proceed. 


In support of his motion for acquit- 


tal. Small's counsel argued that 
the 


state had not produced sufficient evi- 
dence to prove that Small could have 
caused a fire seven hours after he left 
the house. 
The defense did not deny that Mrs. 


Small was murdered, counsel stated, 
but did deny that the murder was com- 
mitted by Small. The acts of the de- 
fendant during his trip to Boston

to the 
time he heard 
of the flre in 


which his home was destroyed, were 
those of a normal man, enjoying him- 
self as no man could do if he ha.d com- 
mitted the crime alleged. The joint 
insurance policy on the lives of Mr.

has been informed, v/ill be bestowed 
upon Cardinal Nicola Marini, one of 
the new cardinals created in the last 
consistory, who has 
devoted 
many 


years to scientific research and to the 
cause of reunion of Christianity. The

plan and said: "A payment of $100 at the age of twenty will provide one 
with an annuity of that amount, payable for every year that he shall live 
efter sixty-five, even if he should live to a hundred years."

to see how the governor figures out such 


large proceeds from one payment of $100. 
This sum at. 4 per cent com- 


pound interest for forty-five years, the difference between 20 and 60, 
would be $584.10. 
At 5 per cent compound interest for the same time, 


the $100 
would amount to $898.50. 
If annual payments of $100 were 


to be made from either amount, we do not .see how they could be con- 
tinued to the age of 100 which would call for payments of $3500.

THE PEACE LEAGUE DANGERS 
The League to Enforce Peace after 


the War has excited a great deal of 
sympathy, chiefly among the pacificists 
led by ex-President Taft and William 
Jennings Bryan in this country and 
by such international figures as Lord 
Grey and Lord Bryce of England and 
even Bethmann-Hollweg, the imperial 
chancellor of Germany. 


The league is the single movement 


which offers the hope of world peace 
after the war, at least for a very long 
time. We imagine that the 
nations 


nov.- at war will 
welcome such 
a 


league more enthusiastically than all 
others for they have suffered to an 
extent that surpasses the power of 
the imagination to conceive. 


But the league of peace will have a 


considerable time to wait for the ap- 
plication of its plans, judging 
from 


the present outlook for peace in Eu- 
rope. 


The opponents of 
this 
universal 


peace movement say its aims are im- 
practical, that its program is impos- 
sible. They hold that certain powers 
will unite in groups against certain 
others and 
eventually the warring 


powers 
would be so strong that 


those 
in 
the 
peace 
league 
would 


he unable to compel peace. .More- 
over, nations 
will pass away and 


others will rise in their stead: 
and 


thus the map of the world cannot 
be fixed for all time. 


The allies in the European war claim 


to be fighting for peace in a war that 
was forced upon them and in this as- 
pect the wars for peace are as bad as 
wars for any other purpose. 


Theoretically the sohcnio looks first

present state of affairs, according to 
news which was brought here from 
the island yesterday. 


Up 10 ISiiO Loudville, which is more 


commuiily known as Loud's or Mus- 
consas island, was a part of Bristol. 
In thai year the 
island 
vote, which 
was cast at Lincoln's first election, 
was thrown out on some constitu- 
tional ground. 
Since that time the 
islanders have been deprived of the 
suffrage ami have paid no taxes and 
Loudville has neither had an organ- 
ized government of its own nor been 
a part, of any town or plantation. 
The state has supported the school 
and the poor for the past ten years 
and now contends that it is about 
time the people of the place began 
to contribute 
In opposing the formation of a gov- 
ernment the inhabitants say that the 
revenue from fishing, the chief in- 
dustry of the island, scarcely covers 
their living expenses, and. therefore, 
tney are unable to pay taxes. 
Loudville is about three miles long, 
has a population of approximately 
135 and has taxable property valued 
ft about $10,000.

On hand are some statistics from Yale 
university, which, however, look both 
ways. 
During the last year 1011 stu- 


dents, or about one-third of the student 
body of the institution, earned in part 
their expenses, which speaks well for 
the number of young Americans who 
are willing to attain the education of a 
university at some cost to their com- 
fort and the like, but the question is 
raised whether they 
are 
adequately 


compensated. 
As a starter, they seem 


to do very well. The 1011 students re- 
ceived at Yale during the past 
year 


$328,031, or, on 
the 
average, $324.46 


apiece, but in this sum are included 
scholarships from the university. It is 
said that some young men earn 
as 


much at $700 and $800 and earn thereby 
every cent required to pay their way 
through college. 
Another table, how- 


ever, throws a different light on the 
situation and in the direction which 
raises the question. Some 2409 positions 
were filled during the year netting the 
students $30,427 or only $37.50 apiece 
That does not go very far to help pay 
for a college education.

Before reaching Vireton the tornado 
struck at Richville. Okla.. seven miles 
southwest, wrecking' a boiler room and 
a tipple at a coal mine there.

the board has acted with integrity 
and ability for the best interest of tha 
Boston & Maine railroad, as it saw 
them." 
The court expressed the opinion that 


the property of the railroad, at a fair 
valuation, largely exceeds its debts.

The state has supported the school 
and the poor for the past ten years 
and now contends that it is about 
time the people of the place began 
to contribute

ernment the inhabitants say that the 
revenue from 
fishing,

dustry o£ the island, scarcely covers 
their living expenses, and, therefore, 
tney are unable to pay taxes.

their expenses, which speaks well foi 
the number of young Americans who 
are willing to attain the education of a 
university at some cost to their com- 
fort and the like, but the question Is 
raised whether they 
are 
adequately 


compensated. As a starter, they seen 
to do very well. The 1011 students re- 
ceived at Yale during the past 
yeai 


$328,031, or, on 
the 
average, 1324.41 


apiece, but in this sum are included 
scholarships from the university. It is 
said that some young men earn 
us 


much at $700 and $800 and earn thereby 
every cent required to pay their waj 
through college.
